Mayes on Resumption—The Southern 
Outrages, Etc. 


New Tonk, December 2.—The Sun 
has two columns of abstracts from the 
President's message to be delivered to 

to-day. The Sun says: The

legisistion. Hayes strongly advises 
Congress to make no change in the 
curreacy laws, leaving untouched even 
the coinage of silver, and 

of rest in financial’ legislation. He 
unites with Sherman in recomendi 
the issue vf a3 60-100 per cent. — 
of as low a denomination as $10. 

On the Southern question Hayesad- 

mits that what is called his policy is a 
failure, and takes extreme Radical 
ground, but suggests no legislation. It 
may be said upon authority that this 
t of the message will provoke a 
rmal reply from the Democrats of 
the house. Hayes qugtes with ap- 
proval McCrary’s criticism of the posse 
comitatus clause of the army bill. 

Without cemmitting himself to 
either the war or interior departments 
in their dispute over the care of the 
Indians yes recommended a new 

ment, to which this and other 
like administrative interests shal! be 
confined. — 

Hayes first treats of the yellow 
plague and discusses the question of 

revention or a modification of the 
Aeadiy effects of the fever, suggesting a 
national quarantine law. 

Next to this is the Southern ques- 
tion. He dwells particularly upon 
the alleged dishonest elections held 
in South Carolina and Louisiana. He 

speaks of outrageous frauds cticed 
in South Carolina, where there was 
no serious intimidation, but what 
there was lacking in this was amply 
made up in fraud in the ballot box 
stuffing. In Louisiana there was less 
actual fraud and numerous cases of 
intimidation. Hayes does not spe- 
cially ask for authority that is not 
at nt given him under the laws, 
although in other parts of the mes-

suggestions, if adepted by congress, 
will materially aid the executive in 
enforcing the laws throughout the en- 
tire co mt 
Hayes then reviews the reports of 
the Gt ‘secretaries, commencing 
with the state department; makes no 
suggestion for a new treaty on the fish- 
ery question; reviews the Texas bound. 
ary troubles, and calls attention to the 
improved condition of affairs on the 
Mexican border. 

Hayes takes the most cheerful pos 
sible view of resumption, and expresses 
himself upon the subject as he has in 
his reported speeches on the question 
during the fall: He likewise indorses 
Sherman’s report in everything. He 
makes no reference to the transfer of 
the Indian bureau to the war depart- 
ment. The postoffice department 
receives passing mention. The prin- 
ciple figures and the gross facts of the 

ce report are quoted in the 
message, and a few recomme 
of Key appreved.

He was unfortunately too late 
and the cruel wheels passed over the 
child, severing the head from 
the body and eee off one of 
the nui The child proved to be 
the son of Samuel ~ ince a 
man employed at the Vivian mill 
His house was but a few rods from 
the scene of the accident, and hearing 
the cries of the other children, he 
came out with his wife to find the pet 
ofthe household mangled and dead 
upon the track. The head was lying 
several feet from the body and crush- 
ed beyond recognition. Mr. Parker, 
the engineer, was as much agitated as 
the parents, and seemed almost be- 
side himself as he saw the 5 work 
his engine had accomplished. The 
mother wes frantic with grief. An in- 
quest will be held on the remains.
